— In pursuance of sub-section (2) of section 8 of 
the foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 (VII of 1947), the Reserve Bank of 
India is pleased to direct that th e following amendments shull be made 
in the notification of the Reserve Bank of India No. F.E.R.A. 80/48-11. B., dated 
the 25th August 1948, namely: — 

In clause (1) of the said notification— 

(i) in sub-clause (a), for the words "Hyderabad or Pakistan", the words 

"or Hyderabad’’ shull be substituted; 

(ii) after sub-oluuse (a) tho following sub-clause shall be inserted, 

namely : — 

"(an) to Pakistan, Indian coin, currency notes of the Government of 
Pakistan, State Bank of Pakistan notes, Reserve Bank of India 
notes inscribed with the words "Government of Pakistan" and 
Pakistan coin without limit; 

Provided that a bona fide traveller to Pakistan may carry currency 
notes of tho Government of India and Reserve Bank of India 
notes not exceeding rupees fifty in all."
